Ostensibly Gen. Thomas’ 
removal was the result ofan investigation of 
his office made under the direction of Secre- 
tary Shaw and “for the good of the service." 


Thomas Takes Parting Shot. — 


On retiring. Gen. Thomas gave out copies 
of a letter he had forwarded to Secretary 
Shaw protesting that his removal was due 
to politics and in violation of the civil serv- 
ice law. 

In his letter the rétired appraiser reviewed 
at length the efforts to retire him from his 
office. He answers the statement that he 
was. too old for the position by stating that 
he walked to and from his office, six miles, 
every day. Then he continues, after mak- 
ing several accusations: 

‘“*Had not you agreed with Senator Hop- 
kins in August to appoint Hoy. and haven't 
you carried out the contract? I am not 
blaming Senator Hopkins. He ts a legiti- 
mate product of the machine, and his high- 
est concéption of statesmanship is spoils. 
[I have not the pleasure of Mr. Hoy’s ac- 
quaintance. I presume he is a good coun- 
try druggist and-is not to blame because he 
does not know an informal entry from. the

“But I have other, and more serious 
charges to prefer against you. In April last

Jones has had a contract with the 
Illinois Steel company to do the bricklaying 
necessary at the plant. Yesterday he re- 
ceived a letter from C. H. McCullough, sec- 
ond vice president of the steel company, 
stating that his contract had expired and 
would not be renewed, as the company would 
pay only lower wages. Mr. Moore, who had 
been working from 350 to 400 men on the 
boilers, received.a similar communication. 

The rail and steel mill, which was to have 
opened yesterday, failed to do so. 

Ald. Jones last night said that he had dis- 
continued work for the steel company, be- 
cause the company proposed to cut thescale. 
He declared that he had paid off his men, 
with whom he sympathized, and they were 
escorted outside of the gates.

PANAMA TALK IN HOUSE 


GROSVENOR OF OHIO REPLIES TO 
MAN FROM MASSACHUSETTS. 


Mugwomps, Want Canal and Ap- 
prove Work Already Done—Asseris 
Country Is Growing Tired of tiie 
Eternal Repetition of the Same Old 
Political Arguments. 


Washington, C., Feb. 1.—[Special.]— 
There was a spirited debate over the Panama 
question in the house today, the principals 
being Mr. Thayer, a democrat of Massachu- 
setts, on the one side and Mr. Grosvenor of 
Ohio on the other. In reply to the attacks of 
Mr. Thayer upon the administration Mr.

31, he said: | 

‘Ten days’ longer wait would not have 
seemed an unwarranted delay to any but an 
impetuous and overstrenuous person. But 
our president is not a man to wait when 
there can be something a-doing. If this mat- 
ter of having a canal at Punama was not 
settled before congress convened ten days 
later the friends of the Nicaragua route and 
the friends of other routes might rein- 
forced and making more trouble the 
Panama route. We want the canal and we 
shall have it, but we do not want it to the 
detriment of our good name, which is above 
all price,”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor made a vigorous defense of 
the administration and said the brightest 
star that shines in the pathway of the can- 
didate of the republican party ts his course 
in the Panama canal question.

FEAR GERMAN FORCE LOST 


BELIEVE A PUNITIVE EXPEDITION 
HAS BEEN CUT TO PIECES. 


No Word Can Be Secured. from Col, 
Leutwein and Company of 300 Men 
in Southwest Africa—Believed to 
Be Between Two Parties of Natives 
Who Have Revolted and Who Have 
Been Raiding the Set- 
tlements.

| BERLIN, Feb, 1.—Much uneasiness is felt 


here concerning the fate of Col. Leutwein, 
the governor of Genman Southwest Africa, 
who has not been heard from for weeks. 


Col. Leutwein is somewhere between the | 


capital in Windhoek and the Warmbad re 
gions. The idea that he has been over- 
whelmed is rejected officially, but this appre- 
hension is expressed in the newspapers. 

The governor of the province has been able 
to get a message through to Windhoek, which 
now also is beleaguered by another set of 
native rebels. 


American Girl in Peril. 


Among those in the capital who are in 
peril,.and who are anxiously awaiting news, 
is Miss Isabel Leutwein, an American 
girl from Kalamazoo, Mich., who was 
invited to join her uncle’s family at 
Windhoek, and in & measure to ‘assume 
charge of his household, his wife having 
died some time ago. 

Col. Leutwein is supposed to be on a long 
march from the Warmbad region towards 
his beleaguered forts northward. No run- 
ner has:got through the revolted natives, 
who have besieged all the outlying stations, 
and are supposed to be in force between 
Windhoek and Col. Leutwein’s column of less 
than 300 men, which was returning from the 
campaign against the Bondelzwarts,.in the 
territory forty-five miles south of Windhoek. 


The Heroros rose while Col. Leutwein was 


still engaged with the Bondelzwarts. 
Second Revolt Cuts Him Off. 


Chancellor von Billow announced in :the 
reichstag on Jan. 18 that Col. Leutwein was 
on a twenty days’ march from Windhoek, 
and it is now feared that Col. Leutwein in 
the tropical heat, incumbered by his sick men, 
harassed by the rebels, and possibly deserted 
by his carriers, may have been unable to force 
his way through the hostile tribesmen and 
that he has been obliged to intrench himself 
and wait for the arrivad of a rescuing ex- 
pedition. 

The German consul gtiieral at Cape Town 
has transmitted here a dispatch from the 
commander of the German forces left behind 
by Col. Leutwein, announcing that the Bon- 
delzwarts surrendered Jan. 28, and also say- 
ing that the surrender of the Khara mountain 
insurgents was expected. 


PRINCESS ACCUSED OF FRAUD. 


Alexandra of Ysomburg and Budingen 
on Trial in German Courts for Hav- 
‘ing Too Many Debts. . 


BERLIN, Feb. 1.—The trial of Princess 


Alexandra of Ysomburg and Budingen, who 


was declareda bankrupt Jan. 6, on the charge 
of fraud and breach of faith toward numer- 
ous firms at Frankfort, Munich, Kassel, 
Stuttgart, and Constance, with whom she 
contracted debts recklessly without having 
the ability to pay, began today at Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main: . 

The princess, as granddaughter of the last 
electoral prince of Hesse, inherited several 
baronial estates, including Waeochtersbach 
and Falkenburg, near Kassel, and Merin- 
gerau, near Munich, each having a fine old 
castle. After the two estates had been sold 
under foreclosure proceedings the princess 
occupied the Meringerau estate, where she 
resumed the. contracting of debts with 
Munich and Augsburg merchants. 


Princess Flees to Switzerland. 

W hen they pressed her for a settlement the 
‘princess fled to Switzerland. After the mat- 
ter had blown over she appeared at Saeck- 
ingen, where she said she wanted to buy the 
famous castle there, which she eventually 
did, being supplied with ample drafts. Im- 
mediately after the purchase the princess 
}-erdered the castle to be refurnished with ex- 
pénsive antique furniture. A few days later 
she attempted to take possession of the 
castle, but found that the furniture had been 
sealed by the sheriff with the seal of the 
former owner ofthe castle, who, meanwhile, 
had ascertained thatthe drafts were worth- 
less, and had begun othe cr for the recov- 
ery of his property. 


Gets More Money and Goes Again. 

The princess again fled to Switzerland with 
a large sum of money obtained through a 
mortgage which she had hastily placed on. 
the castle... The princess then took up teach- 
ing, becoming principal of a high class girls’ 
“seminary on Lake Lucerne. She is described 
as being highly eccentric, which apparently 
caused her divorce from baron yon Pagen- 
hardt, who, at various times, had moved for 
the appointment of a guardian for the man- 
ogement of her estates.

On the other hand the Daily Mail quotes 
Immigration Commissioner Williams in the 
assertion that Mrs. Maybrick sailed on the 
Oceanic last Wednesday, and gives details 
that purport to confirm this, it being: said 
that she boarded the Oceanic at Liverpool, 
being escorted there by a single wardress. 


|The Mail says Mrs. Maybrick, more beau- 


tiful than she was even on the day of her 
arrest, attracted considerable attention. 

The Daily Chronicle, which is under the 
same Ownership as Lloyds’ Weekly News- 
paper, the journal that on Sunday published 
the story of Mrs. Maybrick’s release, de- 
clares the statement that Mrs. Maybrick has 
sailed for the Uniited States to be untrue, 
and adds that she is still in England, and 
that certain conditions attached to her liber- 


ation impel her to exercise great discretion.

PERIL TO ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


Amendment to Interstate Commerce 
Act Offered by the Ohic Senator De- 
_@lared by Member of the Cabinet to 
aay the Effect of Repealing the 

nti-Pooling Clause—Weuld Give 
Commerce am Advantage 
Over Domestic, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. L—Asttorney Gen- 


eral Knox in answer to inquiries as to wheth- 
er the bill recently introduced into the senate 
by Senator Foraker to amend the interstate 


. commerce and anti-trust laws so as to relieve 


foreign commerce from their operation and 
s0 as to enable contracts to be entered into 
in reasonable restraint of commerce was 
introdueed with the knowledge and approval 
of the administration, replied: 

“* Absolutely, no.” 

In response to a question as to his views on 
the wisdom .of such an amendment of the 
law, he replied: 

** Just one year ago it was proposed to offer 
as an amendment to one of the pending bills 
in congress exactly this same measure. At 
that time the president requested an expres- - 
sion of my viéws as to the proposed amend- 
ment, with the remark that its proponents 
claim that it was in harmony with a sugges- 
tion made by me in an address at Pittsburg. 


Amendment Too Broad. 

“I then prepared and submitted to the pres- 
ident an expression of my views. I then said 
and still think the scope of the proposed 
amendment is so broad that one ought not to. 
attempt to define its limits without long re- 
flection. 

“At first glance, however, it seems to'me 
that it would have the effect of repealing sec- 
tion 5 of the act to regulate commerce, which 
is popularly known asthe anti-pooling 
clause. That section makes it unlawful) for 
railroads to pool their earnings or divide 
their traffic. As such pools were always held 
to be violative of public policy, they were 
held to be unlawful at common law. But as 
the states had committed to congress alone 
the regulation of interstate commerce, the 
rule of the common law could not be applied 
to that commerce until congress acted, which 
it did, in the act to regulate commerce. 


Effect on Foreign Commerce. 


“The amendment also proposes to repeal 
the interstate commerce law and the anti- 
trust law so far as foreign commerce is 
concerned. This would result in giving for- 
eign commerce anh advantage over our do- 
mestic commerce. By means of such a power 
the tariff protection will be largely nullified. 

‘While it may be a wise policy to incor- 
porate the rule of reasonableness into the 
regulation by law of contracts between in- 
dividuals and contracts of industrial cor- 
porations which are private corporations, 
that rule has never been applied to what are 
known as quasi public corporations—rail- 
roads for example, which exercise public 
functions and enjoy public rights. 

“The amendment would tend to relieve 
them from many of their most important 
duties to the public. Its enactment, instead 
of being a protection to commerce, would be 
to effect an undoing of much of the most im- 
portant remedial logiata tion of the last fif- 
teen years. Soe

Norfolk, Va., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—While a

gun, weighing nearly sixty tons, slashed into 
the side of the monitor with great force.

As quickly as possible roll ‘the mixture out 
to’ a quarter of an inch thick, then stamp 
it-out in rounds the size of a wine glass. 
Put them on a greased baking tin, and bake 
in. a quick oven about ten minutes. 

Before serving them, split them in two, put 
a lump of butter between each piece, and 
put the scones in the oven till hot through.

RATE WAR DANGER AVERTED. 
All Companies in Agreement Except the 


Northwestern National—Travelers’ 

Begin Six Months’ Contest, 

The threatened rate war in Chicago will 
not come about for the time being at least 
as events moved rapidly in the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ association yesterday. The asso- 
ciation had set Feb. 1 as the time when all 
offices were to be observing the rules in every 
respect or rates were to be opened on‘their 
business. 

The Continental’s local agents, Marsh, Ull- 


‘man & Co., have been members of the asso- 


ciation all along, but dts general office has 
not been a member. The western depart- 
ment wrote local business and also had 
charge of the class 8 agents. This position 
on the part of the Continental has been made 
the excuse of other members for violations 
of rules. Not until yesterday would the 
Continental show its hand. In fact, H. W. 
Marsh of Marsh, Uliman & Co, telegraphed 
from New York on Saturday that it would 
not join the association. A committee from 
the association waited on Vice President 
Kline yesterday morning and .secured his 
application. Mr, Kline said in his application 
that-the company hoped within ninety days 
preferred rates would be adjusted and solici- 
tors would be put on a strictly commission 
basis, the salary feature being abandoned. 

Charlies EB. Dox of the London and Lan- 
cashire and the Orient also sent in his appli- 
cation with the understanding that he would 
be given all the privileges enjoyed by any 
other company. Mr. Dox has held all along 
that as soon as the Continental entered the 
board he would join, f 

P. D. McGregor, manager of the Queen. 
sent a letter to the association on Nov. 19 
ealling attention to the violation of brokerage 
rules, informing the association that he 
would no longer obligate himself to observe 
these rules. He also called attention to the 
fact that certain companies were both inand 
out of the board. | | 

The letter was returned to Mr. McGregor 
yesterday on behalf of the association with 
the intelligence that it could not be received 
by the association. Mr. McGregor does not 
consider this letter as withdrawn, but he is 
not inclined under present conditions to in- 
sist on the brokerage rules being abandoned 
and the association heing made one for in- 
spections and rates only. He will make some 


investigation, and if he finds that the Conti-_ 


nental and London and Lancashire have en- 
tered in good faith he has decided to give the 
association another trial. ' 

The members who have not signed the 
pledge are considered as codperating and in 
good standing. . The general impression is 
that the committee of fifteen has done effec- 
tive work and brought about results that 
were more than anticipated. This commit- 
tee, together with the executive committee, 
held a session yesterday afternoon to receive 
the applications.

Decreased Cash in United States Treas- 
ury Causes Increase of $911,663 in 
Indebtedness During January. 


WASHINGTON, D, C., Feb. 1.—The month- 
ly statement of the public debt shows that 
at the close of business Jan. 30, 1904, the 
total debt less cash in the treasury amounted 
to 9$915,062,543, which is an increase of $911,- 
663 as compared with the preceding month.

[ INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


In an interesting comparison of the Armour 
campaign in May wheat this year and last 
Rollin EH. Smith says in the Commercial 
West: “The first real advance in 1002 
started on Oct. 18, and then followed a four 
months’ scalping campaign on a magnificent 
scale, but far inferior to the one that has 
now been in progress since Nov. 1, 1904. 
During the campaign of a year ago there 
were three big shakeouts and two smaller 
ones, besides the usual minor fluctuations. 
But the market did not show the systematic 
scalping on a large scale that has been 
such a marked feature of the present cam- 
paign. In fact, last year’s deal compares 
with the present one as an amateurish job 
compares with a professional one. One of 
the weaknesses last year was in permitting 
Chicago to get out of line with other mar- 
kets early in the game. When the climax 
came Chicago was 8%c over Minneapolis, 
and had been 1%@2c over all the time. This 
year Minneapolis, early in the campaign, was 
made to lead Chicago, selling as high as 1%c 
over. St. Louis was strong all the time, 
and Duluth and Kansas City had the needed 
stimulants ejected into them to keep them 
well in line.

BUSINESS HURT BY EXTREME. 
COLD AND SNOW STORMS. 


Notwithstanding This Trouble a Fair- 
ly Good Showing Is Made for the 
Week—East Bound Shipments from 
Chicago Decrease—E. W. McKenna 
Appointed Assistant to President A. 
J. Barling of the St, Paal—Several 
Appointments Announced. 


Railroads in the east, west, and northwest 
last week suffered as they have never before 
in their history from extreme cold and bad 
snow storms, and in consequence it was 
difficuft for them to operate freely and eco- 
nomically. 

The physical conditions of the engines was 
reduced 40 to 50 per cent by the zero weather, 
and freight congestion prevailed at many 
points. In the extreme northwest freight 
trains had to be temporarily abandoned 
Cars are too few in sections where the largest 
amount of corn is coming from, and the 
movement was restricted. 

Notwithstanding these drawbacks, both 
the western and eastern roads did a fairly 
good business. Grain brought here by the 
western roads amounted to 3,520,000 bushels, 
a decrease of 1,062,000 bushels from the pre- 
vious week, and of 2,409,000 bushels from 
last year. The principal decrease was_ in 


Bastern Roads xare Worse. 


those in the west. Zero weather In central 
New York and Pennsylvania prevalied the 
greater part of the week and the roads there 
have suffered from the same cause for sev- 
eral weeks. In consequence freight became 
more congested than ever before, and much 
freight had to be refused. } 

The roads are suffering less from sh 


clent motive power. Many of the locomo- 
tives have become worn out or disabled by 
the heavy work required of them during the 
last few months, and wil! pectin 4 go in re- 
pair shops or be pul out of service. New lo- 
comotives cannot be supplied fast enough to 
fill the want. 


Shipments from Chicago. 

Eastbound shipments from Chicago under 
the circumstances made a fairly good show- 
ing. Flour shipments decreased 21,012 bar- 
rels, wheat shipments decreased 295,000 
bushels, and provision shipments decreased 
5,769 tons from the previous week. As cOm- 
pared with last year, the showing is consid- 
erably better. ~ 

The Lake Shore and New York Central 
appears to be doing the largest amount of 
through business.

HEINZE LOSESAPOINT 
IN MONTANA COPPER WAR. 


Supreme Court Reverses Judge Clancy’s 
Decision and Releases the Big Amal- 


Helena, Mont., Feb. 1—The Montana Su- 
preme court today reversed the decision of 
Judge Clancy in Butte in the injunction sult 
of John MacGinnis against-the Boston and 
Montana company. This is the suit which 
caused the shutdown of all the algamated 
properties In Montana last summer. 


The decision today ts against A. W. Heinze. 


in his war against the Amalgamated com- 
pany and releases the rich Boston and Mon- 


tana surplus, making it available for the 


payment of Amalgamated dividends. 

The decision reversed today was rendered 
Oct. 22, 1908, and gave Heinze possession 
of the: Minnie Healy mine, valued at $10,- 
000,000, 
Copper company from operating the Boston 
and Montana mine, which fs counted the 
richest in Montana. Heinze’s victory last 
October was a blow to the Amalgamated 
concern, which immediately thereafter dis- 
charged 15,000 employés and closed the prin- 
cipal mines at Butte, Anaconda, Great Falls, 
Belt, Bonner, Horr, and Diamondville, and 
in Jefferson county. Not only mines but 
lumber companies, coal companies, smelters, 
and general supply housés were compelled to 
close as a result of the decision. All these 
properties can now reopen unless the court 
grants a rehearing. 

The decision, in substance, holds MacGin- 
nis is a private individual and has no right 
to maintain an action against the Amal- 
gamated company doing business in Mon- 
tana. On the point as to whether the com- 
pany is a monopoly the court holds that 
such action is only maintainable by the 


the Amalgnmated Copper company is neither 


a trust nor a monopoly; that under the laws | 


of Montana one corporation may hold as 
completely as an individual stock in other 
such corporations, and that the same is not 
against public policy. 

The court upholds the constitutionality of 
house bill 132,. passed in 1899, vetoed by 
Gov. Smith on the ground it was a corpora- 
tion measure, and passed over the veto. The 
law gives corporations the right to acquire 
stook in other companies and to vote it. 
-The decision will release the Boston and 
Montana dividends, provided 
court does not grant a rehearing. 
is remanded for further proceedings not in- 
consistent with the Supreme court views, 
but the remittitur will not be made for fif- 
teen days. In the meantime counsel for 
MacGinnis, it is expected, will ask for a re- 
hearing.
